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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


At the approach of the winter, charities like the Soup Kitchen for the Jew- 
‘ch Poor come more prominently before the public eye. At this season, too, the 
Committees of these organisations have seriously to concider their position, and 
to estimate their prospeets for the campaign upon which they are about to enter. 
The Committee of the Soup Kitchen have recently been taking thought of this 
kind. and the result is the discovery that their reserve fund, owing to its having 
been trenched upon to the extent of £250 last year, now amounts to only £200. 
These.are not very encouraging circumstances. nnder which to face the severe 
demands which the winter makes upon the resources of the Charity. The posi- 
tion of the Soup Kitchen is deserving of consideration on the part of the com- 
munity ; and we feel sure that it will be all the more readily. given, secing that 
some judicious alterations are being introduced into the system of relief adopted 
by the Committee. 


The brutal conduct of a Justice of the Peace at Koretz in the Government 
of Wolhynia (Russia), who for two hours subjected an unoffending Jew to a 
violent flogging, has been outdone by a Mayor of a small Roumanian town, inas- 
much as this functionary himself belaboured a Jewish clothier, named Wolf, who 
had incurred his displeasure. This displeasure arose from no other reason than 
the fact that the Mayor, who came across the Jew late one night at an inn, had 
| found his papers to be en reégle, after having scrutinised them most carefully in 
the hope of discovering a flaw. The Mayor dragged the man about by his hair and 
rained blows on his head until he fell to the ground exhausted ; and whilst in that 
condition, this unworthy chief of the place cut off the Jew’s side locks (peot). A 
Christian, who sought to defend the victim from his assailant, was grossly 
insulted by the Mayor, who subsequently «eompelled the Jew to sign a paper tes- 
tifving that he had not been maltreated. Later on, during the night, 
another Jew named Berl, was still more brutally maltreated by the same ind? 
vidual. Complaints on the subject of both incidents were addressed to the 
Minister of the Interior, who has charged the Sub-Prefect of Lirat to inquire into 
the facts. But as this official is a notorious anti-Semite, there 1s httle hope of the 
injured Jews receiving redress. | 


As briefly mentioned by’ us last week, the Rev. Dr. Hellmuth, formerly 
Bishop of Huron, and Professor of Hebrew and Rabbinical Literature in Bishop's 
College, Lennoxville, and now assistant to the Bishop of Ripon, proposes to com- 


pile a Bibheal Thesaurus of a novel character. The work * will be so arranged 


as to afford the student every facility for the consecudive and uninterrupted study 


of each book, chapter or verse; the translation and definition of every word 
boing made so exhaustive as not to demand a repetition at the recurrence of the 
same word, in the same or in a different form.” Thus the student, beginning 
with the first chapter of Genesis, will find every word in the Hebrew text, which 
has not already. occurred in one shape or another, thoroughly explained. It is 
obvious that such a work will be of immense advantage to the student of 
Mebrew. It will render a reference to dictionaries unnecessary, and yct will 
ensure the Tearner a thorough knowledge of the language. Dr. Hellmuth, in 
proposing to treat the whole of the Old Testament in this way, sets himself a 
gigantic task. He does wisely, therefore, to announce that the work will appear 
in parts. If he succeeds in dealing only with the Pentateuch, he will have a 
sufficiently large claim on the gratitude of students of the sacred language. We 
Wish him success in his bold and original venture. We would, however, eX press 
the hope—which may, or may not, be saperfluous—that the work will be one of 
scholarship only, and that it will bear no trace of theoleeteal Lins. 


Professor Dittmar gives an elaborate account of the metal mercury, in 
volume xvi. of the Lncyclopedia Britmnica. Incidentally he observes 
“The metal does not appear to have been known to the ancient Jews, nor is it 
mentioned by the earlier Greek writers.” This is most probably true ; but there 
are one or two metals named in the Old Testament (¢.g., the chashmal of Eze- 
kiel I., 4, 27, viii., 2, which the English version renders “amber ”’) about whose 
identification much difference of opinion cxists. It may be added that some 
have supposed mercury to be referred in Numbers xxxi., 23, under the title, “the 


water of separation.” “Mercury,” says Mr. Napier, in his Metal of the Bible, “ was 
looked upon as the mother by which all the metals. are fructitied, purified, and 
brought forth.” Probably this idea is due to the linpoertanee attached to the 
metal mercury by the alchemists, who were ignorant of its true properties, “ On 
the authority of Geber,” says Professor Dittmar, “they (the alchemists) held 
that mereury (meaning the predominating element in this metal) enters into the 
~composition of all metals, and is the very cause of their metallicity.” The metal 
is held by most authorities to have been known in very ancient times, 


The Cornhill Magazine for December contains an interesting and really 
valuable article on the “Myths of the Precious Stones.’ The author runs 
through a rumber of etymological and mythological illustrations, and concludes 
that “the mythology that has been produced regarding remarkable rocks, fossils, 
Stoues, or gems is so similar to that which explains the peculiarities of flowers, 
trees, animals, or stars, that it may be taken to furnish yet another proof that 
mythology in general is much more the result of primitive guesses at truth than 
of forgotten poctical fictions.” Beyond, however, the statement that some of the 
Greek names for precious stones are derived from the Uevrew, the writer entirely 
neglects the illustrative parallels which he might have drawn both from Biblical 
and other [cbrew sources. Herein he has lost a great opportunity, for Talmudic

An announcement that has recently been made public may be regarded as 
the finale to the Zahra Toledano case, which attracted considerable attention 
the early part of 1881, and formed the subject. of interpellations both jn the 
House of Commons and in the French Chamber of Deputies.

It was stated at the time that M. Heequart had not actually demanded 
that this gross indignity should be inflicted on the woman. The French Govern. 
ment, however, showed their sense of the action taken by that official hy removing 
him from his post, but owing to the pressure which his friends brought to iit 
onthe Forcign Minister, he was placed on the “Cadre disponible,” and granted 
a salary of 2,000 francs. We now learn that M. Heequart’s name has been 
definitely removed from the Hsts of the consular officials of France. 


The extraordinary freaks in whick some transatlantic Jewish congregations 
occasionally indulge in the conduct of divine service, especially in the interchange 
of pulpits between Jews and Christians, have become notorious ; but extravaguat 
as they are, they have been completely put into the shade by a remarkable int. 
dent which is reported to have occurred at Isschau, a town in Bavaria. Accord: 
ing to general custom, a sermon was delivered in the synagogue of that town on 
the recent Day of Atonement. The preacher, however, was not the Rabbi of the 
congregation, but an Evangelical pastor. The worshippers must. bitterly have 
repented of their unparalleled course of action when the preacher, whilst praisiag 
the observance of Yom Kippur, told them it was his duty to call their attention 
to the fact that the Messiah had already made his appearance nearly nineteen 
hundred years ago, and thit consequently it was futile to await the coming of 
another. It is difficult to say which of the two parties is the most deserving of 
censure ; the Jewish congtegation which brought contempt on the sanctity of the 
holiest day in the Jewish cabendar, or the Christian clergyman who betrayed the 
confidence reposed in him by making use of the singular position in which he 
was placed to advocate, in spirit if not to the letter, the adoption of the Curistiaa 
religion. 


Some time ago we mentioned! that notwithstanding the utmost toleration 
which exists in Holland, there is still a high-class musical socicty in Amsterdam 
where Jews are not admitted, even as visitors. A letter which the Landels- 
blad of that city published last week from a Jewish resident, establishes the fact 
that the society to which we then referred is not: unique in its illiberal attitude 
towards the Jews. The circumstance mentioned ‘in the letter in question § 
equally painful to us, both as Jews and as Englishmen. It appears that i 
Amsterdam there is an“ Anglo-Dutch Literary and Debating Society. This 
society, the correspondent of the Handelsblad was anxious to join, and in re. 
ponse to his application he was furnished with a copy of the laws (whieh are 
drawn upin English) one of which declares that “ only persons not belongs 
the Jewish faith may be enrolled as ordinary members.”’ As the object oh 
Society is “the moral and intellectual improvement of its members, the in ? 
ence to be drawn from the exclusion of the Jews is that their presence would : 
prejudicial to the fulfilment of this object. The high moral and intellectu® 
status of the Jews in Amsterdam is the best refutation of this slur upon then 


‘character.

Dr. Hermann Adler, in an eloquent sermon preached at the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue last Saturday, truly said that many of thore who lament the circumscribed 
sphere of the Board's usefulness have the remedy in their own hands, They have 
but to give freely, and to urge others to do the same, and opportunities will not be 
lacking for the administering of the funds obtained.

Sin,—In reference to the appeal which you published last week in favour of 

the Board of Guardians, will you allow me to state the particulars of two categ 
taken at random from five which I visited yesterday for the Board, as examples of 
the misery with which the Board has every day to cope. 
1, Abigail I——, widow, age 75, suffering from rheumatism, and very feeble : 
lives with her daughter (age 5()) in one small room, rent 3s. 6d. weekly. The daughter 
js weak and nearly blind ; formerly worked at fur sewing, but out of work for the 
Jat thirteen months, This work is only available fora few weeksat a timeat certain 
seasons. She could make 9d. a day when in work, but her eyes are too bad for her 
todo much, These people were once well-to do fruit merchants, but the father 
had large losses, became ill, and died. Their languave and manners show them to 
bs educated people. They have some pieces of mahogany furniture saved from the 
wreck,.and kept scrupulously clean, They receive from the Board 3s, (6d. weekly 
(which pays rent),and two loaves. Their only other means are 4s, weekly from 
some charitable ladies, and coals from the synagogue, For food, lights, medicine, 
aid all other necessaries, they thus have each 28, a week, and at times have had 
only ls. a week, 

2, Rachel G——, widow, age 49, Two children, daughters ; one at the Orphan 
Asylum ; the other (age 8 years) lives with her mother and attends the Free School. 
Their rent is 3s, 64, and their only means 5s. a week from the Board. Thus mothe’ 
and child have to live on 1s, 6d. a week. The child is a sweetly pretty and very 
intelligent girl, She has her dinner at the school, taking a bit of bread or a half- 
penny with ker, and this is all she has for her principal (it may sometimes be only) 
meal, She said she liked to go to school “ because they give you clothes "—thg 
answer of precocious poverty, The mother is paralysed both in hands and feet. She 
Btill has a sewing machine, and would try to work ; but people refure to trust her 
with work on account of ber crippled condition. | 

Tarning tothe last Report of the Board, I find that the number of applications 
for relief in 1882 was 2,953; the aggregate number of individuals (souls) to whom 
relief was given in that year was 9.589, | | 

If we corsider the vast stm cf want and suffering which the admirable 
organization of this great institution endeavours to relieve, we must feel convinced 
trat the Board of Guardians is deserving of the utmost support which our means 
enables us to afford it, and I trust that the appeal of our President, eloquentiy

The total cost of the school is about £800 a 
year, while the expenses of apprenticeship amount t/ nearly £500 a year more. To 
meet this we have merely to depend on a subvention from various sources in London 
of £320, and from the Crémieux Foundation in Paria of £120-—in all £410, Tho’ 
deficit of past years has been made up through the liberality of Baron de Hirsch and 
of the Ang'o-Jewish Association ; but if this beneficent movement—the only one 
which seems to afford any prospect of the real improvement of our unfortunate core- 
ligionists in Jerusalem—is to succeed, the sphere of interest must be largely widened, 
and the contributors must be sought for overa more extended area, This is more 
especially the case, as it has become necessary in consequence of the unexpected suc- 
cess of the school, to considerably enlarge it by creating classrooms on a portion of 
the vacant ground belonging to it.

to raise money to do honour to one whose name, iu every country and amongst those 
ef every creed, has only to be mentioned to be received with the warmest enthusiasm. 

If the community be appealed to no doubt some money, not much, may be got 
together, but only at the expense of other institutions that badly require help. Our 
Board of Guardians, at the commencement of the winter, not only has no funds in 
hand, but is in debt ; therefore the appeal of its worthy President muet be liberally 
answered. The numerous Hebrew inhabitants of Dalston have long desired a syna- 
gogue, and unless one be speedily built there, they can with justice join in the cry, 
‘You only build synagogues for the wealthy.” ¥. 

As I have written, Sir Moses Montefiore’s name will, without the aid of those 
who desire, perhaps, to gain cheap notoriety, live for many cénfuries to come in the 
hearts of all with Jewish blood in their veins. Sir Moses Montefiore’s life has been 
given up to good deeds, and to deeds of charity—perhaps, with his large wealth, he 
has taken steps to perpetuate his charitable acts ; if so, nothing will be needed from 
our heavily-taxed community. 

Again, as to the proposed way of spending the money, I should have expected 
that most men were aware that no block of buildings yet built for the poor were 
occupied by the poor, They are all inhabited by the comparatively well-to-do, é.e¢., by 
families the heads of which are in permanent employment, and are in the receipt of 
regular incomes of from 3Us, to 40s.a week. The poor with shifting incomes are 
welcomed, and the very poor are never received. | 

These dwellings for the poor is not the way to grapple with the question. Before 
it can be successfully attacked, the very poor must be made less poor, and, in this 
over-crowded country of ours, the only way to do so 1s bya large scheme of emigra- 
tion.

Still, it weuld speak more for the cause thus earnestly pleaded, 
if the views of the orthodox party on this question had been more widely repre- 
sented, Without any desire to import personalities into this controversy, I cannot 
help remarking, that two letters signed by Mr. Montagu and so deserve ily well- 
known an initialas * E, A. F..” can hardly be said to interpret the opinions of an 
entire community. | 

While styling the inhibition of Mr, Marks’s preaching a high-handed proceedin om 
let me not be understood to imply that the Chief Rabbi has exceeded the consistent 
use of his powers. Assuming that he carefully weighed beforehand the inevitable 
consequences of his action—viz., the indefinite postponement of a fusion of the two 
bodies—no one outside the orthodox party has a right to call such action into ques- 
tion. Elected, as Mr, Montagu states he is, to represent the views of the majority, 
he is fully entitled td say whether he will have peace or no, and on what conditions. 
But it is because I Lelieve his action to be in opposition to the views of the majority, 
who appear to be really anxious for a reconciliation, that I deplore an act which 
must have the effect of re-opening an old wound which the beneficial influence of 
time had well-nigh healed. _ 

Mr. Montagu presumes to read the Reform body a lecture on the * unmitigated 
evil’ of secession, Unfortunately, however, no religious movement that history 
records was ever inaugurated without a secession. This may be an evil, but it is an 
inevitable, rather than an wnmitigated, one. Without underrating the benefit. of 
communal solidarity, it is at least an open question whether the weakening of this 
solidarity is too heavy a price to pay for religious reform, if it cannot be had with- 
out. It is a question not to be settled in the ex cathedra manner of Mr. Montagu 
and others, whether men would be justified in stifling their most cherished convic- 
tions, and giving a formal acquiescence to what they feel to be untrue for the sake 
of preserving intact the communal homogeneity. Your correspondents write as if 
the Reform body had merely been constituted to secure an improved service, This 
was undoubtedly an object of considerable importance with the first seceders. but it 
was only the outward form which the movement assumed. The real, inner object 
which prompted and justified the secession—the central idea ot which an improved 
service was but an external embodiment—was to protest against the bindingness of 
the Oral Law. So long as Jews remained under ecclesiastical guidance they were 
forced to abide by the dicta of the Shulchan Aruch ; nay, more, to acknowledge its 
source as divine and on a level of sacredness with the Law of Moses itself. But 
many earnest and thoughtful men, feeling themselves altogether unable to reconcile 
Be antiquated and rigid a discipline with their free reason and the conditions of 
modern life, and being absolutely convinced of its human origin, had no recourse 
but to secede. It is all very well to say that had they remained within the pale of 
orthodoxy they could have effected the desired reform with the concurrence of con- 
atituted authority. | Facts are altogether against such an assumption. The whole 
course of ecclesiastical authority during the past forty years proves how determined 

are the leaders of orthodoxy to maintain the institutions of Rabbinism in all their

We are thus face to face with the sentimental aspect of che matter. When 
the seatholders of a synagogue whose removal is suggested protest against the 
notion, they think that they alone are able to advance the sentimental plea. The 
contrary is the case. Nay, we venture to say that the victory, even when the 
battle is fought with purely sentimental weapons, rests with the other side. 
People urge that they would not willingly have a synagogue closed about whica 
cling the memories of their dead parents who worshipped in it. But are they 
really honouring the dead when they allow the place in which they prayed to be 
all but deserted at prayer-time, and morally to sink into ruin ? ; \\ hich would 
their ancestors prefer—the association of their memory with a mere frame-work 
of bricks and mortar, which is all that is left of a once #! urishing synagogue, oF 


the perpetuation of their religious lives in an edifice fast med out of the older 


building and which, in its turn, resounds with the prayers of the crowding wor- 
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the Dalston Synagogue had made out a good case for support. 
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shippers. We commend this side of the question to the members of the New 

Synagogue. We would also ask them to remember that the associations which 
still cling about their synagogue can only endure for a short time. They do not 
worship in it themselves, and fortheir children, therefore, it will have no peculiar 
sanctity. A few years hence the building will not only be devoid of worshippers 
but unpeopled even by the shadowy forms of departed congr. gants, with which 
the pions minds of the living are wont to fillit. Would it not be better to 
transplant the synagogue, so that it may strike vigorous root in favourable soil ? 
Much more, surely, would thus be done to keep alive the memory of the dead, 
and to keep it alive worthily. It would attach itself to a prosperous synagogue 
instead of toa declining one the complete dissolution of which cannot be far distant 
and to large congregations of worshippers like thos» in which the dead delighted 

instead of to an empty building which the dead would have abhorred. The 

Great St. Helen's congregation have shown themselves sensible men on many 
oecusions. We cannot but think they will do so now. They at least, 
we are assured, even in a matter of sentiment, will sce clearly, and act 
rightly. They, at least, will not sacrifice the substance for the shadow, and cling 
helplessly in the name of sentiment to a building for the revival of whose glories 
they are hound by sentiment actively to toil. They will not selfishly stand up for 
the maintenance of their synagogue in its present position, and thus to doom it to 
poverty and decrepitude, when, by sinply changing its site, they can restore 1t to 
something like its former prosperity. They will not be satisfied that the House in 
which their fathers worshipped should be given ever to certain destruction and 
oblivion so long as it lasts their time, when, by the more utterance of a word, 
they can make both the synagogue and the associations clustering about it live 
for many and many a decade after they have gone henee. They will see that no 
revolution is intended by those who advocate the “removal” plan. The idea is 
to pull down only in order to build up again. The New Synigozue would not be 
destroyed. It would not, it is true, exist in Great St. Helen's, bat at Dalston. But 
thename of the grand structure could, remain unchanged, the beautiful design 
of the building could be reproduced, fay, evenits very materials could be used. 
Save for the change of locality, the syhagogue might be the same as ever it was. It 
would be atrucr,a nobler synagogue than ithas been of late years ; for it would sup. 
ply a want, and it would be a House of Prayer for hundreds of our brethren. The 
present members may welcome such a scheme, rather than dread it. It would 
not seck to infringe any of their rights. Their true interests would be as 
earefully protected as they have been hitherto. For them there would be 
no loss—on the contrary, nothing but gain ; while provision would be made an 
the castest possible way for satisfying the spiritual requirements of an important 
part of the community. |

Sir Moses had expressed his thanks fer this address, 
and had intimated that he would communicate with the Council at a later period. 

A letter was read from the Rev. B. Hl. Ascher, resigning his position as Rabbi 
of the Burial Society, and requi sting the Council to grant him an allowence. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving that the letter be referred to the Burial and 
Executive Committees for the consideration of the poiuts raised therein, said that 
the Council must be fully sensible of the great zeal which Mr. Ascher had shown in 
the service of the community, and they would all regret that the state of his health 
prevented him from carrying on his functions 

The motion was adopted. | 

A Jevier (a copy of which wes published in the Jemish Chronicle of November 
30th) wasbrought up from the Daiston Synagogue, urging the Council to render 


immediate arsistance in the erection of a new synagogue in that locality. 


In support of the application, Mr. M. BenrwiTcH reminded the Council of the 
correspondence which had passed two years azo between the Dalston Synagogue and 
the United synagogue. A permanent synagogue was urgently required in Dalston 
in consequence of the large influx of Jewisn residents in that ‘ocality. 

Mr. LIONEL L. CouHEN said that they must all sympathise with the Dalston 
Congregation, who worshipped in asmalliron building which at times was full to 
suffocation, There was nowa much larger body waiting for synagogue accommo- 
dation than two yea's ago, Wlien already it was acknowledged by the Council that 
The question 
arose whether some means could not be devised by which an existing synagogue 
could be removed froma locality where it was useless, and be transplanted to 
a district where it was absolutely wanted. He was of opinion that if the Council 
approached the Executive of such a synagogue and made a proposal of this nature, 
they would meet with a less prompt response than if the initiative emanated direct 
from the body which was in need of a synagogue. There were two synagogues in 
the City which might perhaps with advantage be removed to another quarter. The 
synagogue he had epecially in view was the New Synagogue, which was but scantil 
attended, although financially it was able to meet its obligations towards the United 

Bynagegue, Still, he did not think it was the business of that body to maintain 
synagogues merely as financial institutions. Seeing that the New Synagogue was 
almost empty at present, and that the establishment of a perman-nt synagogue at 
Dalston would be the means of subtracti:g a large amount of pecuniary support 
from the New Synagogue—numerically it could not be injured—it was a wise fore- 
thought on the part of the President to suggest the removal of a City synagogue t> 
Dalston. In his opinion, however, it would not be judicious for the Couucil to 
afford their active co-operation to the Dalston Synagogue in the development of the

any conirinution of not less than £100 per annum, shall be entitled to elect tio 
Mr. Davis, in moving the adoption of the 
foregoing recommencation said, that the reference of the Council was subsequently 
enlarged so as to include all synagogues desiring to contribute towards the cost of 
the burialof the poor. The question raised by the Council presupposed a desire 
that if the arrangement referred to therein could be effected, it should be carried 
cut. Tue Executive Committee found that there was nothing in the laws ofthe 
Burial Society which prevented the West London or any other synagogue from 
being represented on the Burial Committee. all that was needed bein the addition 
to law 12, which the Council wera now asked toapprove. This addition would only 
vive a qualified and restricted representation at the Burial Board. ‘I'he a'teration 
weuld not be contrary te the spirit of the United Synavogués Act. for some years 
avo the Council sanctioned an arrangement with regard to buriols with the Dal. 
ston Synagovue, and also sanctioned negotiations of a similar character with the 
Western Synagogau®, which however fel! through because the parties could not 
avree toterms, In his opinion it would be a matter of policy to carry out the 
alceration, At the tim? when the United Synagogue was constituted, it took over 
the oblivation of burying all the Jewish poor (other than those belonging to tne 
Spanish and Portuguese congregation) which, from time immemorial, had been

He has lately made over the Home 
as a gift in perpetuity to the city of Berlin. Thiscapital now contains more than 
60,000 Jewich inhabitants, as against 9,595, in the year 1849.
